Washington. July 26. 
Tbe first session of th# Fifty-second 
iV)Dgrcs» i# i*n lift ImI legs. Only two 
thing* now staud In the way of adjourn¬ 
ment—the World’s Fair appropriation 
Id the House and the Anti-Option Bill In 
the Senate- and if the first Is disposed 
of early the Anti-Option Bill may not 
ague to a vote this session, although 
Sttuaur Washburn, who is In charge of 
it. says that it has a majority In the Sen¬ 
ate and that no adjournment shall be 
bad until it has been passed. Its oppo¬ 
nents claim to be able to defeat it by ob¬ 
structive tactics, if not by votes. 

Tbe World s Fair appropriation was 
,irfettted by a majority of teu when it 
irst came up in the House, and the fight 
a to be renewed this week, when the 
I'ouference Committee reports to the 
Rouse its Inability to convince tbe Sen¬ 
ile conferees that the appropriation 
ught not to t>e made. A motion will 
theu tie made that the House recede and 
agree to the appropriation, and both 
aides are tiow claiming a majority, al¬ 
though both are a little bit afraid that 
the absence of a quorum may give trou¬ 
ble, aud the opponents of the appropria¬ 
tion iatimate that they may refuse to 
vote in order to break a quorum and 
prevent the House agreeing to the ap¬ 
propriation. If they do, it will be a very 
foolish piece of business for those who 
engage in it, and It will be far from bene¬ 
ficial to the Democratic party, to which 
all the opponents of the appropriation 
belong, as the Seuate will insist upon the 
appropriation being made, knowing that 
it is backed by public sentiment, and in 
tbe end the House will have to sur¬ 
render. * 

How completely a given legislative 
situation may be changed in a week’s 
time is shown by the bill authorising the 
Pre*ideut to retaliate upon Canada for 
discriminating against American vessels 
pushing through Cauadiao waterway*. 
A wrek ago Government officials and 
members of Congress were confident that 
nu Agreement would be reached with the 
secret agents of the Canadian Oovern- 
lueut, then here negotiating with the 
StAte Department, which would make 
tbe passage of the bill unnecessary. That 
agreerueut was not reached, and the bill 
was at President Harrison’s request, 
rushed through both House and Senate, 
without discussion, except in executive 
session by the last-named body, and it is 
to-day a law of the United States. Under 
tbe usw law the President has authority 
to impose tolls upon Canadian vessels 
using American water-ways, and he may 
even shut them out entirely if he sees 
fit. 

Senator Hill of New York has gone 
sway, it is said, for the remainder of the 
session, and there are many who believe 
that he will never again occupy his seat 
In tbe Senate. It may or may not be 
true that Senator Hill Intends to resign, 
but it Is certain that he has from the 
first found the life of a Senator distaste¬ 
ful and his surroundings uucongeniai. 
He is quoted by a friend as having said : 
‘•If Harrrlson be re-elected I can be of 
very iittls service to the State of New 
York in the Senate, and if Cleveland 
elected of none whatever." 

Senators Cameron and Quay are cred¬ 
ited with having formed a combination 
with a number of Democratic Senators 
for the purpose of preventing action up¬ 
on tbe nomination of George Shiran, Jr., 
of Pennsylvania, to be an Associate Jus¬ 
tice of the Supreme Court, and. owing to 
the absence of a number of Republican 
Senators, they bops to succeed. If the 
session closes without the Senate taking 
action on the nornlnation, it leaves it as 
though it bad never been made, although 
there Is nothing to preveut. President 
Harrison making tbe same nomination 
again next December, when the pieseuce 
of all tbe Republican Senators would 
make his confirmation certain. 

Some of tbe brightest men in Congress 
are of the opinion that the Joint state¬ 
ment signed by the two Pinkertons, which 
was presented to the Congressional In¬ 
vestigating Committee, and widely pub¬ 
lished last week, puts Congress in the 
peculiar position of being compelled to 
express its opinion against tbe Pinker¬ 
ton system of doing business, or be ac¬ 
cused of tacitly approving of it, as the 
statement acknowledges tbe truth of 
moat of the charges which have been 
made by organized labor, sod boldly 
pleads justification. The question is an 
important one, and will be heard from 
tgaiu. A very unfortunate Incident con¬ 
nected with tbe examination of the 
Ptnkeytons oqcnred on the floor of the 
House Saturday morning; just bsforh. 
ths session was opened John Devlin, a 
member of the Knights of Labor Execu- 
tlva Committee, approached Represents 
Uve Oates, Chairman of the Investgating 

Committee, and told him that he thought 


it extraordinary that the Committee 
should hare allowed the Pinkerton's to 
see all the written questions submitted 
to the K. of L. Committee before answer- 
Uig any of them. Oates lost his temper, 
failed Devlin a liar, told him to go to— 
a place not mentioned In polite sooiety, 
and only for the interferance of officials 
there would have been ajlgbt.
